MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

We  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
Bishop's  Stortford  Urban  District, 

The  birth  rate  continued  to  fall  In  1971.  339  births  being  recorded 
In  contrast  to  344  In  1970*  These  figures  give  an  adjusted  birth  rate  of 
13  per  1,000  population,  whereas  the  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
remained  at  l6  per  1,000. 

The  adjusted  death  rate  In  1971  was  8.8  per  1,000  population,  a decrease 
on  the  figure  for  1970  (11.0  per  1,000).  This  figure  compares  favourably  with 
the  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  11.6  per  1,000. 

Health  Education  continues  to  flourish  In  the  schools  of  the  town.  A 
wide  curriculum  Is  presented  covering  a variety  of  subjects  Including  Personal 
Hygiene,  Infant  and  Adult  nutrition,  cigarette  smoking  and  sex  education. 

Poster  campaigns  aimed  at  the  adult  population  of  the  town  have  been  arranged 
covering  several  topics  such  as  Fireworks,  Home  Safety  and  the  Dangers  of 
Cigarette  Smoking.  Certain  subjects  notably  Family  Planning  and  Venereal 
Disease,  are  difficult  to  publicise  In  Bishop's  Stortford.  Many  feel  that 
publicity  of  such  a nature  should  not  be  widespread.  Perhaps  certain  of  the 
contents  of  this  report  will  cause  them  to  think  otherwise. 

Mr.  Spong  joined  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  In  the  autumn 
of  1970  as  a Pupil  Public  Health  Inspector.  He  attends  the  University  of 
Aston  In  Birmingham  where  he  is  reading  for  a B.Sc  degree  In  EnvlronmentslHealth. 
He  Is  the  first  pupil  of  the  Bishop's  Stortford  Urban  District  Council's 
Public  Health  Department  to  attempt  this  'sandwich'  course. 

The  Members  and  Officers  of  the  Council  supported  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  throughout  the  year.

PROVISION  OP  MEDICAL  AND  ANCILLARY  SERVICES. 

GENERAL  PRACTITIONER  SERVICES. 

These  are  provided  by  fourteen  practitioners  working  In  four  practices. 
Two  of  these  practices  are  of  the  group  type  and  the  third  has  two  doctors 
working  In  partnership.  Health  visitors  and  District  Nurse/Mldwlves  are 
attached  to  each  of  the  group  practices.  These  arrangements  have  proved 
successful. 

Dental  treatment  Is  provided  by  five  practices. 

Pharmaceutical  services  are  provided  by  six  chemists. 

HOSPITAL  SERVICES. 


These  services  are  provided  by  the  North-East  Metropolitan  Regional 
Hospital  Board  and  are  administered  by  the  Harlow  Group  Hospital  Management 
Committee . 

The  majority  of  hospital  cases  In  the  Urban  District  of  Bishop's  Stortford 
are  accommodated  In  the  Herts  and  Essex  General  Hospital  (372  beds)  and  the 
Bishop's  Stortford  and  District  Hospital  (53  beds).  The  Hospital  authorities 
provide  facilities  which  enable  the  Family  Planning  Association  to  run  evening 
clinics.

SOCIAL  SERVICES;  Since  April,  1971»  the  Welfare  Services  of  the 

County  Council  have  been  administered  by  a new 
Social  Work  Department.  In  Bishop's  Stortford 
the  department  Is  housed  next  to  the  Health 
Centre  In  Market  Square  (Tele;  572^8,  57253  & 

57522). 

At  present,  the  new  department  has  neither  adeq-’.ate 
staff  nor  adequate  accommodation  and  It  Is,  there- 
fore, Impossible  to  assess  the  Impact  on  the  public 
of  the  new  administration  of  social  services.  "One 
door"  to  the  welfare  services  there  may  be  but  In 
this  town  that  door  Is  beginning  to  resemble  the 
biblical  "Eyecfa  Needle". 

VOLUNTARY  SERVICES;  Bishop's  Stortford  Is  a town  rich  In  charity.  Many 

organisations  exist  whose  aim  Is  to  smooth  the  path 
of  the  old  and  the  handicapped. 

The  Women' s Royal  Voluntary  Service  has  been  organ- 
ising and  delivering  meals  to  the  aged  of  the 
town  for  14  years.  In  1957  when  the  "Meals  on 
Wheels"  service  was  first  Introduced,  over  7»000 
m.eals  were  provided.  This  figure  Increased  to  10,003 
In  1971.  Between  80  and  90  pensioners  are  provided 
with  a hot  meal  In  their  own  home  on  three  days  a 
week.  The  cost  Is  met  partly  by  the  old  people  them- 
selves and  partly  by  a grant  from  the  Urban 
District  Council  administered  by  the  Old  People's 
Welfare  Committee.  It  is  hoped  that  this  service 
will  continue  to  expand  and  that  eventually  the  eld- 
erly housebound  of  the  town  will  receive  a hot  meal 
on  at  least  five  days  of  the  week.  Such  expansion 
will  only  be  possible  If  more  people  will  give 
their  services  to  the  W.R.V.S.  30,  South  Street, 
Bishop's  Stortford.

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MORTALITY  TABLE  - MAIN  CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 


There  was  a decrease  In  the  number  of  deaths  (36)  notified  during 
the  year.  The  crude  death  rate  was  8 per  1,000  population,  a figure  which 
compares  favourably  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  (11.6  per  1,000 
population ) . 

54^  of  deaths  resulted  from  diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation.  Many 
of  these  deaths  could  be  directly  related  to  cigarette  smoking,  obesity  and 
stress. 

It  is  of  Interest  to  note  that  of  the  8 accidental  deaths  recorded,  only 
two  were  the  result  of  road  accidents.  It  Is  well  to  remember  that  more 
fatal  accidents  occur  in  the  home  than  on  the  road. 

INFANT  AND  PERINATAL  MORTALITY. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  Bishop's  Stortford  in  1971  was  21  per 
1,000  live  births.  This  figure  Is  more  than  double  the  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  for  1970.  Such  a fluctatlon  Is  to  be  expected  when  the  numbers 
Involved  are  low. 

Seven  infants  deaths  were  recorded,  two  of  which  were  attributed  to 
congenital  abnormalities  and  three tn  Infections,

The  demand  for  this  Clinic  has  Increased  so  much  In  recent  years  that 
a second  clinic  session  Is  planned  for  late  1972. 

Venereal  Diseases  are  not  notifiable,  nevertheless.  It  Is  of  Interest 
to  note  that  the  total  number  of  notifiable  Infectious  diseases  In  the  Town 
for  1971  was  only  35»  whereas  138  cases  of  venereal  disease  from  Hertfordshire 
attended  the  Special  Clinic  In  Herts  and  Essex  General  Hospital.  It  seems 
probable  that  In  1971»  there  were  more  cases  of  Venereal  Disease  In  Bishop's 
Stortford  than  cases  of  notifiable  Infectious  disease. 

A Health  Visitor  attends  all  sessions  of  the  Special  Clinic.  Her  function 
Is  to  trace  case  contacts.

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The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  the  Town  In  May,  I97I  for  1 day. 

The  visit  was  Intended  primarily  for  those  who  require ai X-ray  as  a condition 
of  employment  and  for  others  whose  work  brings  them  Into  close  contact 
with  children.  371  people  were  X-Rayed.  Approximately  100  of  these  came 
from  Colleges  and  Schools,  ^0  members  of  the  general  public  attended  and  the 
balance  came  from  the  Hockerlll  College  of  Education.  Three  people  were 
referred  for  further  Investigation. 

Nurseries  and  Child  Minders  Regulation  Act,  1948

The  number  of  Nursery  Schools  and  Playgroups  continue  to  Increase.  15 
are  now  registered  by  the  Urban  District  Council.  Atpresent  these  establish- 
ments are  Inspected  regularly  by  the  Health  Visitors  but  as  a result  of  the 
Social  Services  Act,  1971»  this  work  will  eventually  be  done  by  the  Social 
Work  Department.

Rerase  Collection  and  Disposal. 

The  weekly  household  refuse  collection  Is  disposed  of  by  "controlled 
tipping"  at  the  Bishop's  Stortford  tip  at  Hadham  Towers  In  the  Rural  District 
of  Braughlng. 

Special  arrangements  can  be  made  to  collect  large  Items  of  refuse.  If  such 
Items  comprise  an  entire  lorry  load,  a charge  of  £5.00  Is  made. 

Water  Supply. 

Sixteen  samples  of  drinking  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  to  the  Cambridge  Public  Health  Laboratory.  All  reports  were 
satisfactory. 

A sample  of  water  from  a house  In  Heath  Row  was  submitted  for  chemical 
analysis  to  the  Public  Analyst,  who  reported  as  follows: -

Plourlde  Content. 


The  Chief  Chemist  and  Bacteriologist  of  the  Lee  Valley  Water  Co.  has 
reported  that  in  a sample  of  water  taken  from  the  Town  during  the  year,  this 
revealed  a flourlde  content  of  less  than  0.2  parts  per  million. 

The  Health  and  Welfare  Committee  of  Bishop's  Stortford  Urban  District 
Council  have  considered  the  question  of  flouridation  of  water  supplies  on 
several  occasions  but  they  are  unwilling  to  make  a decision  until  all  the 
facts,  especially  those  relating  to  cost,  are  available.  They  have  now  been 
awaiting  details  of  cost  etc.  for  at  least  3 years. 

Swimming  Pools, 

Fourteen  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  seven  swimming  pools  in 
the  area,  including  two  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  All 
samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Work  commenced  on  the  Main  Sewage  Treatment  Works  in  February,  1971 • 
Completion  of  this  contract  is  expected  in  early  197^*  Some  delay  has  occurred 
in  the  construction  of  the  Main  Pumping  Station  due  to  protracted  negotiations 
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with  Stort  Navigation  and  British  Rail.  In  1971  it  was  thought 
necessary  to  limit  residential  development  in  the  Town  until  1973 
to  prevent  an  Increase  in  sewage  flow  resulting  in  overloading  of 
the  present  arrangements. 

Surface  water  has  continued  to  cause  trouble  In  the 
Cannons  Mill  area, Lea  Close  and  Northgate  End.  Schemes  to  correct  these 
deficiencies  have  been  prepared  and  have  now  gone  to  contract. 

Flooding  by  surface  water  has  caused  some  difficulty 
in  Stane  Close  but  this  problem  has  been  solved  by  arranging  regular  4 
monthly  jetting  of  the  appropriate  sewer. 

Considerable  residential  development  is  expected  to 
take  place  in  the  Thorley  Area  of  the  Town  and  to  accommodate  the 
Increase  in  population,  a scheme  has  been  prepared  to  connect  this  part 
of  the  Town  to  the  new  sewage  works.

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DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION 


42  properties  were  disinfested  and  125  wasp’s  nests  were 
destroyed  during  the  year.  The  wasp’s  nests  were  dealt  with  by  Rentokll 
Laboratories  Limited  on  behalf  of  the  Council.  Three  Disinfections 
were  also  carried  out. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

Details  of  the  observations  for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  I97I, 
in  connection  with  the  National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution,  are  given  in 
Table  I.  The  sites  listed  in  this  table  are  all  in  the  same  classifi- 
cation as  Bishop’s  Stortford  and  this  enables  a comparison  to  be  made 
of  the  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  concentrations. 

Table  II  shows  the  average  concentrations  of  smoke  and  sulphur 
dioxide  at  the  two  stations  in  the  town  since  local  recordings  began. 

The  amounts  of  pollution  are  not  very  large  but  it  will  be  noted  that  there 
continues  to  be  a steady  fall  in  smoke  pollution,  although  unfortunately, 
sulphur  dioxide  pollution  remains  fairly  constant  at  the  same  level. 

Table  III  indicates  the  average  monthly  concentrations  of  smoke 
and  sulphur  dioxide  for  the  year  1971  ^it  the  two  stations.

Contalnersatlon  of  Imported  Food  continues  to  bring  about  increasing 
activity  in  this  respect  at  the  United  Kingdom  Cold  Store,  Dunmow  Road. 

The  Regulations  allow  for  the  Containers,  in  certain  cases,  to  pass  through 
the  ports  for  examination  at  their  destination  in  this  Country.  The  Containers, 
which  are  refrigerated,  remain  sealed  until  examination  of  the  contents  is 
carried  out  before  being  taken  into  cold  storage. 

The  type  of  food  consisted  mainly  of  frozen  vegetables, fruit,  poultry 
and  egg  powder  and  the  total  weight  brought  into  the  Cold  Store  during  the 
year  was  a little  over  463  tons.  Advance  notification  of  the  movement  of  the 
containers  is  given  by  the  appropriate  Port  Health  Authority  in  accordance  with 
the  Regulations.
